DOUBLE INCOME TAX. 


FULL TEXT OF THE OFFICIAL 
MEMORANDUM.

Below we print the full text of a memorandum, issued from 
the office of the Free State Revenue Commissioners, detailing 
the arrangements which have been made by the Free State and 
the British Governments with regard to double income tax. 


INTRODUCTORY. 


fhe agreement made on the 14th April, | 


1926, between the Government of the Irish

Application of Repaid Irish Free State Tax 
in Satisfaction of British Tax. 

12. A pcrson resident in Great Britain or 
Northern Iréland who is entitled to repayment 
of Irish Free State tax on the ground that he 
is not resident in the Irish Free State may 
authorise the Irish Free State Revenue Com- 
missioners to make the repayment on his 
behalf direct to the British Commissioners of 
Inland Revenue, to be applied in satisfaction 
of British tax due from him. The authority 
should be given in the space provided for the 
purpose on the repayment form L. 1. The 
British Commissioners of Inland Revenue will 
remit to the claimant any excess of the repay- 
ment received by them over the British tax 
due from him. 

(This arrangement is designed to prevent 
the initial double payment of British and Irish 
Free State tax on the same income without 
relief. and must not be taken as implying that 
the British Commissioners of Inland Revenue 
will in any sense act as the claimant’s agent 
in the prosecution of his claim to repayment 
of Irish Free State tax. Whether or not the 
claimant avails himself of this arrangement, 
it will be for him to satisfy the Revenue 
authorities of the [Irish Free State that he is 
entitled. to the repayment.) 

Non-Deducticn of British Income Tax from 

irish Free State Dividends, etc. 

13. Under the provisions of the British 
Finance Act, 1926, bankers and other persons 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland collect- 
ing Irish Free State dividends, etc., on behalf 
of customers resident in Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland are empowered to pay 
over the proceeds without deduction 
of British income tax, provided that 
they furnish to the British Commissioners 
of Inlarid Revenue full _ particulars 
of the | ividends and the names and addresses 
of the customers, in order that the customers, 
where liable, may be directly assessed to 
British Income Tax in respect of the divi- 
dends. Any person desiring to avail him- 
seli of the arrangement will be furnished“ by 
his bank with ialormative as to the steps to 
be taken in order to have 1 applied in his 
case. 

Liability to British Tax in Respect of Income 

Arising in the Irish Free State. 

14. The British Finance Act, 1926 (Part 
II. of the Second Schedule), makes certain 
alterations with regard to the basis and 
extent of the liability to British tax of per- 
sons resident in Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland in respect of income arising in the 
Irish , -ee State. Information as to the 
changes oi the law as they affect particular 
cases may be obtained by the persons con- 
cerned from their local Inspectors of Taxes 

Great Britain or Northern Ireland, 


PART III. 

Persons Resident Both in the Irish Free State 
and in Great Britain or Northern Ireland, 
15. A double resident, i.¢., a person resi- 

dent both in the Irish Free State and in 

Great Britain for Northern Ireland), will 

be liable to the tax of each country. He 

will, however, be given double income tax 
relief by the two countries in respect of 
doubly taxed income to such ‘an extent as 
will eliminate the lower of his two appro- 
priate rates of tax, Irish Free State and 

British (each country giving relief at one- 

half of the lower rate), and leave him ulti- 

mately to bear only the higher of the two 
rates. 

A memorandum explaining the scheme of 
double income tax relief can be obtained from 
any Inspector of Taxes, or from The Secretary, 
Revenue Commissioners, Claims Branch, The 
Castle, Dublin, or from the Inspector of 
Foreign and Colonial Dividends, York House, 
23 Kingsway, London, W.C.2. The reference 
number of the Irish Free State explanatory 
memorandum is 41 D.T.R. and of the British 
explanatory memorandum is 41 D.LT. 

a Irish Free State. 
16. A Conjoint Office, staffed by officers of 

the Irish Free State and British Revenue 
Departments, has been established at York 
House, 23 Kingsway, London, W..2, in order 
primarily to deal with the taxation difficulties 
of double residents. A double resident will 
still be under statutory obligation to make 
returns to both countries and, subject to 
double taxation relief, be taxable by both 
countries. The Conjoint Office will, however, 
at his request, collate particulars of his taxa- 
tion liabilities in the two countries, wil] com- 
pute the amount of double income tax relief 
due to him and his aggregate liability, after 
allowance of the relief, to Irish Free State 
and British tax, and will endeavour so to 
arrange any payment or repayments of the 
tax of either country that may be due from 
or to him as will prevent his having at the 
outset to pay in the two countries more tax 
than in the aggregate is found to be ultimately 
due. 

17. The arrangements for the non-deduction 
of Irish Free State income tax from British or 
Northern Ireland dividends, etc., and the 
alterations in the basis and extent of the 
liability to Irish Free State tax of persons 
resident in the Irish Free State in respect of 
income arising in Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland (see paras. 6 and 7 in Part J.) and 
also the arrangements for the non-deduction 
of British income tax from Irish Free State 
dividends, etc., and the alterations in the 
basis and extent of the liability to British tax 
of persons resident in (Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland in respect of income arising 
in the Irish Free State (see paras. 13 and 14 
in Part II.) apply to double residents as well 
as to persons resident in one only of the 
countries.

UNORGANISED [RISH 
FISHERMEN. 


COMPARISON WITH THE 
DANES, 


THE HOPELESSNESS OF 
INDIVIDUAL EFFORT. 


“So long as the fishermen were 
individuals and not an organised body it 
was useless for them to hope to influence 
a Government department,’’ wrote Pro- 
fessor Culverwell, Trinity College, Dublin, 
in the course of a letter which was read 
from him yesterday at a meeting of the 
Irish Fishermen’s Association at Howth. 
The meeting was called in support of a 
demand for a revaluation of boats and 
gear, and for a subsidy to enable fish to 
be transported cheaply. 

Between sixty and eighty members of 
the Association, and the Rev. Father 
MacSweeney, its founder, attended, and, 
as the gatherinz was so small, it was 
decided to postpone the meeting generally 
until Monday next, at 11 o'clock, when 
it will be held cn the West Pier. 


HOPES AND FEARS. 

he General Secretary, Mr. P. J. ‘fuohy, 
read a letter from the Treasurer of the Asso- 
ciatién (Professor E. P. Culverwell, T.C.D.), 
who expressed regret at being unable to 
attend, as he was really anxious to tell the 
meeting what his hopes and fears for the 
Association were. His hope was that the 
Association might become a really strong 
one, able to give great help in yg good 
prices for ash sal good markets for fish tn 
Ireland, so that people could and would buy 
fish. There in Howth the local custom was 
practically killed—there were shops where 
one could buy anything but fish. He hoped 
that it would give help in securing in various 
ways that the Irish iehieshan would become— 
what be was not at present—as prosperous 
and efficient as the Danish fisherman, who 
got more help from the State than the Irish- 
man, but who repaid all the loans that he 
received from the State, and put by a fine 
surplus with which he got more boats, gave 
more employinent and produced more food; 
that it would help to make him as prosperous 
as the Scotch fishermen, who now got practi- 
cally no direct help from the State. 

He was not making any comparison between 
the Irishman, as a man, and the Dane or the 
Scot, but he was making a comparison 
between the body of Danish fishermen, who 
were organised, and the Irish fishermen, who 
were not organised. The organised body of 
Danish fishermen had moved with the times; 
the unorganised body of Irish fishermen had 
not moved with the times, and so it was 
with the comparison between the Scotch and 
the Irish. 

EDUCATING THE STATE. . 

Again, his hope was that if the Associatien 
hecame a great and powerful ene, ib woul 
have a great and powerful effect in educating 
the State as to the best wavs of helping an: 
fostering the industry, for there could be no 
doubht that the monev spent by the State 
might be better spent than it was now. But 
the best way to spend it could cnly be found 
by co-operation between the Department and 
the fishermen, and if the fishermen were to 
help in that way it could only be by a 
thorough organisation which really repre- 
sented them; an organisation which could 
speak for them, and, on the other hand, 
could get them to see what the difficulties 
were in putting this or that suggestion into 
operation. So long as the fishermen were 
individuals only, and not an organised body, 
it was useless for them to hope to influence 
a Government department. 

These were in outline his hopes for the 
Association—briefly, that it would become a 
veal and effective power for good in the 
country. helping to make it prosperous, and, 
as he might put it, helping to get rid nf 
the reproach that an Irishman fhakes good 
anvwhere except in his own country. / 

As regards his fears, he had said that his 
hope was that the organisation would become 
strong—strong in numbers and fiinance. An 
organisation had to pay for printing, postage, 
office work and travelling expenses, and where 
was the money to come from? ‘They all 
realised that at present they could not expect 
all the expenses incurred on their behalf to 
be paid by the fishermen, and so they had 
honorary members, each of whom was to pay 
as inuch as four fishermen, although he was 
never to get any direct benefit, except in the 
greater prosperity of the country, and :n 
helping to make the fishermen more pros- 
perous. But unless the fishermen did’ their 
part all his hopes would be disappointed, and 
he wanted to get a very clear indication from 
that meeting as to the view that it took 
of what they ought to be expected to dv. 
He would tell them why. 

It was put up to the Committee by one 
who was in touch with a large number of 
fishermen that when he tried to get men to 
join many of them would not pay the 5s. a 
year and £1 a year for a boat of five tons or 
over, and that if they wanted a large member. 
ship they should reduce it to a single charge 
of £1 per boat which employed eight men; 
that was to say. that the men individually 
should pay nothing. 

THE MEETING’'S VIEW. 

He wanted to say at once that if that was 
the view taken by the meeting—which he 
took it would fairly represent the views of 
the Irish fishermen generally—the Association 
had better go smash at once, for it would go 
smash very quickly. Already the Committee 
was deeply in debt. He did not know how 
many glasses of whiskey or bottles of stout 
5s. would buy—and he knew that the country 
would be very much better if nobody knew 
any more about it than he did—but he 
imagined that most of those present did know 
something about it, and he asked the members 
present did they think it worth while to give 
up the hopes of what the Association may 
do, and would do if it was given time, in 
order to get in the whole year that amount of 
whiskey or stout more than they would get if 
they submitted their 5s. a year to the 
Association. 

Though the Association was only a baby 
in years and in strength it had got some 
benefit for some fishermen. But did anyone 
expect a baby to be anything but an expense 
at first? How long did it take the trades 
unions to grow into power? Years and years, 
and in the meantime thejr subscriptions, or 
levies, were far larger than the fishermen’s, 
which was only a little more than one penny 
per week. He believed that once they really 
understood the position they would join 
heartily in supporting the Association—that 
they would give their subscriptions and their 
help. In conclusion, he asked the Secretary 

fet him know what the sense of the meet- 
ing was, so that he might really know where 
himself and the Committee stood. 

CHAIRMAN'S ADVICE. 

The Rev. Chairman said that it was up te 
the men to say whether they were in favour 
of carrying on the Association or not. If the 
men stuck together in that organisation, they 
could demand what they liked. Not until the 
Association started did the Press or the 
eople of the country manifest a real interest 
in the fishing industry. He would read an 
extract from a leading article of one of the 
leading Irish newspapers—the /rish Times— 
which appeared on the 26th of July :—‘*‘ The 
complaints made against the Ministry for 
Fisheries lie properly against the Government 
of the State, but they must be lacking in 
cogency so long as they are made by a 
minority of the persons interested in the fish- 
ing industry.” 

Vet the fishermen of all the country adhere 
to the Association, and their plea for the 
State’s assistance would be irresistible. Day 
after day he received letters from fishermen 
asking him to use his influence with the 
Government on their behalf. His influence 
as an individual was nil, but if he had a 
body of organised fishermen behind him the 
Government would soon take notice of him. 
They represented a body of the Irish people 
who demanded the right to live in their own 
country, and if they as Irishmen had not got 
the grit to stick together and press their 
demands, then the sooner they left the coun- 
try the better. (Hear, hear.) He wanted 
everyone at the meeting to inculcate those 
ideas into the minds of their brother fisher- 
men. If they all stood together the Govern- 
ment would accede to their demands before 
twelve months’ time. The whole future of 
the fishing industry hung upon the action 
which the fishermen adopted. 

The Chairman then asked the meeting if 
they agreed with Professor Culverwell’s letter 
to support the Association, and there were 
expressions of unanimous approval. 

A hearty vote of thanks was passed to the 
Rev. Chairman, who impressed upon the mem- 
bers the necessity for all the fishermen to 
attend the meeting next Monday. 


DUBLIN THEATRES. 


“YVONNE” AT THE 
GALETY THEATRE,

If crowded “ houses” are any evidence of 
its popularity, ' Yvonne ' is one of the most 
pene musical comedies that ever has come 
o Dublin. The production entered on a 
fortnight’s run at the Gaiety last. week, and 
last night there was not a vacant seat in| 
any part of the theatre. - There can hardly 
be a doubt as to Jay Laurier’s share in the 
success Of the Dublin production. What 
comic element there is is provided by him, 
and he has an assistant of exceptional pro- 
mise in Horace Percival. Between them 
they nfonopolised the stage—and most of the 
applause—last night. Whatever of the 
latte- was left went to Mamie Watson 
(Yvonne), a clever and vivacious. leading 
lady; Mona Magnet, a delightful ‘‘ Lolotte,” 
and Walter Bird, a gallant and temporarily 
distressed gentleman-waiter. word of 
praise is due to Eric Woodburn, who plays 
the part of Lolotte’s jealous stage partner, 
and Hindle Edgar, the theatre attendant of 
Chaplin. gait and walrus moustache. 
There are no ‘‘catchy”’ airs, and, as one’s 
memory serves one, no “haunting ' music, 
but there is a good deal of graceful dancing, 
and the production is simply but pleasingly 
““ dressed. '' : 


THEATRE ROYAL. 

There is plenty of variety at the Theatre 
Royal in a programme that is up to a good 
standard. he chief names on the bill. are 
those of Dorothy Ward-and Shaun Glenville. 
Their qualities are so well known that it is 
sufficient to say that they were just them- 
selves. Dorothy Ward sang and acted in her 
characteristic style, and her array of costumes 
was as fascinating and bewildering as ever. 
She was assisted in some pretty song scenes 
by the Dorothy Dots, a very cleverly-trained 
group of juveniles, who theo figured inde- 
pendently in the night’s entertainment. Shaun 
Glenville entertained the audience with his 
songs, stories, jests, old and new, and, judg- 
ing hy the warmth of the applause, he was a 
great success. Then there was a very talka- 
tive and humorous American comedian, Bob 
Hall, who extemporised in song and rhyme 
on the qualities of Dublin City, Dublin folk 
and things he had noticed since his arrival. 
He became at once popular with his audience. 
The St. Mungo’s Mixed Vocal Quartet, com- 
posed of gifted Scottish singers, submitted a 
programme of harmonised and solo work 
which was out of the usual run.

OBITUARY. 
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MR. HARRY EDGAR LOWRY. 

The death has occurred, in Buenos Aires, 
of Mr. Harry Edgar Lowry, barrister-at-law, 
a native of County Meath, who went to 
Argentina over twelve years ago. 

Mr. Lowry, who was a graduate of Dublin 
University, was a son of the late Mr. Joseph 
Lowry, of Bachelor’s Lodge, Navan, and a 
brother of Mr. Albert Lowry, the well-known 
breeder of thoroughbreds in England. In 
Argentina he entered the service of the Great 
Southern Railway. On leaving the railway 
some years afterwards he took a position in 
the Southern Land Company, thereby acquir- 
ing a wide experience of estuncia manage- 
ment. 

Mr. Lowry was a man of many talents, 
and was a popular and esteemed member of 
the Irish communities in Buenos Aires and 
other centres. His death at the compara- 
tively early age of 55 years has caused deep 
regret among his many friends and col- 
leagues, 


MR. GEORGE HURST. 

Mr. George Hurst, a former County 
Inspector of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
died suddenly in Dublin on Saturday last. 
Mr. Hurst was the eldest son of the late 
District Inspector Gerald Kells Hurst, and 
was very well known in Belfast and through- 
out County Antrim. After serving for some 
years in Belfast he was appointed County 
Inspector of Galway, and there he remained 
until his retirement, when he settled in 
Dublin. 


MR. J. F. WILLIAMS. 

Mr. J. F. Williams. solicitor, died last 
night at his residence, Tournané, Dungarvan, 
aged about 66 years. Mr. Williams had been 
ill for some months. For nearly half a century 
he had practised in Dungarvan, where he 
was held in much esteem by all. 


MR. E. A. HADDOCK. 

The death occurre yesterday of Mr. 
Edgar Augustus Haddock, Principal of Leeds 
College of Music, aged 66 years. He was 
one of a long line of musicians prominent in 
Yorkshire for upwards of a century. In 1869 
his father bought for £450 a Stradivarius 
dated His son, Edgar, a few years 
ago, sold it to Kubelik for £10,000. Mr. 
Haddock, who made his début at the 
Crystal Palace in 1883, founded the Leeds 
Coilege of Music in 1894.

NEILL’S BLUE CAPS. 
A DUBLIN FUSILLERS 
MEMORIAL IN INDIA. 
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A tablet in memory of the ofhcers, non- 
commissioned officers, and men of the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers (Neill’s Blue 
Caps) who fell in the Great War was 
unveiled in St. Mary's Church, Fort St 
George, Madras, t'e old home of the 
regiment, by the Governor on July 13th 
last, in the presence of a large attendance. 
The guard of honour was furnished by 
the 2nd Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers. 

The Governor, ir a brief survey of the 
history of the distinguished regiment, said 
that it had taken part in campaigns ,in 
India, Africa, Gallipoli, Palestine, and 
France. 

250 YEARS OF HISTCRY. 

Having unveiled the tablet, the Governor 
said—Madrus is the home of this regiment 
In 1668 the Madras European Regiment was 
formed here out of the troops of the Fast 
India Company from some of the sailors of 
the ships and from recruits sent from Eng- 
land. They fought with conspicuous gallantry 
ior many vears during the trowbled times 
that then existed in the south of India. In 
1841 they were given their Colours. which, 
in 1856, were handed over to this church to 
keep, and which now hang on its walis. In 
1845 the regiment was given the mame of the 
Madras Fusiliers as a mark of approval of 
its distinguished services. Im 1857 it went 
vorth on the outbreak of the Mutiny, under 
the command of Ceonel Neill. whose statue 
we see on the Mount road of this town, ane 
it was during the Mutiny that this regiment 
earned the sovbriquet of “ Blue pe, “gain 
ing this nickname, as many other regiments 
have gained theirs, by conspicuous iacllontes 
in the face of the enemy. 

This regiment had a blue 
attached to their caps as a protection 
the sun, and when we remember that 
men marched in the fierce heat of the Indian 
sun, it ts no wonder that so manv fe'l by the 
wayside from sunstroke. They fought 
such conspicuous gallantry that they attracted 
the attention of the enemy, and Nana Saheb, 
the officer commanding the opposing troops, 
told his men to kill those men who were bhve 
caps and dirty shirts, as they killed his men 
hefore they fired. This was an allusion to 
the fact that the Madras Fusiliers was the 
only regiment which had then the Enfield 
rifle, and had thus a longer range than other 
troops. Shortly after this, General Havelock, 
m issuing an order of the day thanking the 
regiment for its exertions and complimenting 
the officers on their courage and heroism, 
spoke of the regiment as the regiment which 
the enemy knew and feared as the '' Blue 
Caps.” Thus they won their name, by which 
they continued to be called down to the end 
of their career.

In 
1881 the Territorial system was adopted, and 
this regiment then became the Dublin 
Fusiliers. They fought in the South African 
War; after that they served in various part 
of the Empire. In 1915 they came back 
again to their home in Madras. and when 
war broke out they went to England, where 
they were posted to the 29th Division, to 
which division belonged the gallant regiment, 
the Lancash‘re Fusiliers, in. church to-day, 
who have honoured their comrades, the 
Dublins, by posting a guard over the 
memorial. 

They went with the division to 
Gallipoli: there, like other regiments, they 
fought with steadfast courage and enduring 
heroism. During their service there they 
lost heavily, and when the battalion 
evacuated Helles and went to Mudros it was 
left with eleven men and no officer. They 
went back to England to refit, and were then 
sent to France, where they fought with con- 
spicuous gallantry at Arras, the third battle 
of Ypres, and other fronts, and won another 
Victori which was awarded to one of 
their non-commissioned officers.

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In 1922 this regiment was disbanded—that 
is to they ceased to be a unit of the 
fighting forces of the Empire, but they did 
not cease to live in the memories of all those 
who had known them during their career; 
for, indeed, they had added an. imperishable 
page to the history of the Empire. This 
battalion and other battalions of the same 
regiment have taken part in campaigns in 
India, Africa, Gallipoli, Palestine and 
France. They have fought and died there, 
and have ‘‘ made many a corner of a foreign 
land England.’’ 

To-day we have unveiled here this 
memorial made with hands to these gallant 
mn of the Army, officers, non-commissioned 
officers and men, in order that those who 
pass by may remember with pride and great 
reverence these men who have rendered such 
services to the company, their King and the 
country.

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CONTRACTORS AT 
WORK. 
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READY WITHIN A YEAR. 
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The long-discussed Liffey tunnel is now 
under construction by the contractors, 
Messts. Robert McAlpine and ' Co., 
Glasgow. It is not a passenger subway; 
for, although the Port and Docks Board 
and the Pembroke Urban Cowneil agreed 
with the Dublin Corporation on the pro- 
vision of a passenger subway in combina- 
tion with a service tunnel, the tenders that

Cables have been Jaid across the bed of the 
river, but that has been regarded as risky 
and necessarily tet Ana expedient Now 
and then it happens that the cables are caught 
up by the anchors of boats using the river. 


THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

The story of the negotiations was recalled 
for an Jrish T'tmes representatrve by Mr. 
Laurence Kettle, City Electrical Engineer, who 
has been primarly concermed, with Mr. 
Moymhan, Borough Surveyor, in all the ar- 
rangements. At a very early stage the idea of 
making a tunnel that could be used as a 
passenger subway as well as a conduit for 
electrie cables and service pipes was. taken 
into consideration. One of the projects 
examined was that for a tunnel from Ringsend 
Bridge to the Harbour Master's, by which 
passengers entering a carriage at surface 
Stations would be shot across to the other side 
in thirty seconds. One of the obstacles to 
any such elaborate plan lies in the fact that 
the passenger traffic across the river at that 
point is very small, except for brief periods at 
morning and evening when men from the 
Ringsend side are going to work at the North 
Wall and returning. 

The first official recommendation of the 
Klectricity Department was for a 6ft. service 
tunne!] When that presented, it was 
postponed while the Borough Survevor and 
Mr. Kettle were asked to examine the pos: 
sibility of a tunnel! for vehicular traftic. That, 
it was: fonnd, would cost about two niillion 
pounds, and the exits wo wuld have to be so far 
from the river edges that the inter-quay traffic 
problem would not be solved even at that 
cost. Sir John P. Griffith was consulted, and 
the agreed view was that the inter-quay traffic 
ate ‘lem could be solved only by a transporter 
widge. 
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COST TOO HIGH. 

It was then that negotiations were begun 
with Pembroke Council and the Port and 
Docks Board fer contributions to the cost of a 
passenger tunnel. They were protracted, but 
at last contributions were agreed on on the 
understanding that the cost should not exceed 
£60 .000. When the tenders came in the 
lowest was approximately £90,000, and, as the 
contributing bodies declined to increase their 
contributions by the necessary proportion, 
that plan fell through. The Corporation de 
cided finally to have its own service tunnel, 
and it is being built at a cost of approximately 
£350,000.

CHILD KILLED BY ‘BUS. 

A verdict of “ accidental death ” was re- 
turned at the inquest held in the Morgue 
yesterday on Killen Dargan, aged 25 years, 
who was knocked down by a ‘bus in Lower 
Gardiner street on last Sunday. 

The jury exonerated the driver from all 
blame, and recommended the parents of the 
child to the owners of the 'bus, the Dublin 
United Tramways C ompany. 

Mary Dargan, mother, stated that at about 
1.10 p.m. last Sunday she was standing 
opposite 94 Lower Gardiner street with the 
child, who saw someone across the street 
and attempted to cross over. At :the centre 
of the street the child was struck by a. bus 
and knocked down. Witness had not seen 


the ‘bus coming, and did not know the child 
had ‘left her side 

Dr. O'Flanagan, House Surgeon, Temple 
Street Hospital, said that death was due to 
shock and hemorrhage. 

Joseph McBride, the conductor of the ‘bus, 
said that the driver was perfectly sober, and 
was going at about six miles an hour on the 
proper side of the road. 

Other witnesses gave evidence, some ct it 
of a conflicting nature, as to which side the 
‘bus swerved to. 

Mr. Gerslt Byrne, who appeared for the 
driver, said that this was probably due to 
the fact that when the driver swerved the 
car to the right it caused the back portion 
of the ‘bus to swerve a little to the left. 

The driver of the "bus, William Delany. 
said that he was going at about six or seven 
miles am hour on the proper side of the road. 
He sounded his horn passing Corporation 
street five or six times. He had slowed 
down to let two cyclists pass, and was 
getting up speed again when he saw a little 
child ran out on the right about four or five 
yards from him. He swerved the car to the 
right as much as he could, and jammed on 
the brakes immediately. He could not say 
what part oí the ear struck the child: he 
did all that he could to save her. The brakes 
and steering gear were in perfect order. The 
swerve to the right would have the effect of 
bringing the tail of the “bus to the left.

CANADIAN BUTTER. 


Production .of creamery butter in the 
province of Saskatchewan during the month 
of May this year totalled 1,661,687 pounds, 
compared with 1,241,422 pounds in May, 
1925. For the first five months of 1926 the 
butter production for the province totalled 
5,082,631 pounds, as against 5,891,584 pounds 
in the first five months of last year, an in- 
crease of 1,191,047 pounds. 

In recent years dairying has made remark- 
able progress in Saskatchewan, and also in 
the two other prairie provinces of Canada, 
Manitoba and Alberta.

Somebody had lately said that a 
Christian community could be divided into 
three classes—(l1} the Fundamentalists; (2) 
the Experimentalists, and (3) those who might 
be called the Institutionalists.

Preaching in Fertwilliam Presbyterian

Germany and the League. 


With the approach of September the 
problem of Germany’s admission to the 
League of Nations is beginning once again 
to claim the attention of European states- 
manship. Her application for member- 
ship must be decided at the meeting in 
Geneva next month, and there still seems 
to be some doubt concerning the attitude. of 
some of the other Powers. The original con- 
stitution of the League provided for seven 
permanent, and four non-permanent, seats 
on the Council. ..The former were intended 
for the Great Powers, four of which— 
namely, Britain, France, Italy and Japan 
—joined immediately. The other three— 
Germany, Russia and the United States— 
are not yet members of the League; but 
their permanent seats have been, as it 
were, reserved for them, and nobody anti- 
cipated that any objection would be raised 
against their admission if, and when, they 
might choose to take their place on the 
Council. As soon as Germany’s applica- 
tion was received, however, complications 
instantly arose. Spain, Poland and Brazil 
declared that they had as good a right as 
Germany to receive permanent seats. The 
Spaniards argued that they were a Great 
Power; the Poles said that a permanent 
seat would give Germany an unfair advan- 
tage over them in the event of controversy

concerning Danzig or the “corridor ”; 
and Brazil claimed high consideration as 
representing the vast territory of Latin 
America. Spain and Poland were per- 
suaded to waive their protests ; but Brazil, 
with a temporary seat on the Council 
which gave her the right of veto, was 
adamant. She insisted that Germany 
should not be admitted, with the result 
that the whole matter was shelved until 
September. 

In the meanwhile, a special committee 
has been appointed, under the chairmanship 
of Viscount Ceci], to report on the con- 
stitution of the League Council, with a 
view to the avoidance of similar crises in 
the future.

Houses for the Poor. 


Many a humble family in the Irish Free 
State, housed in decent comfort, owes 
gratitude to President Cosgrave. It is 
his homely and _ personal 
interest in the matter that so much 
progress has ben made in the 
housing of the people. Last week the 
Association of Free State Chambers of 
Commerce, meeting in Dublin, received a 
Cosgrave which fore- 


through 


letter from Mr. 
shadowed further large developments. He 
asked the members to enlarge upon a 
proposal made at their annual general 
meeting that longer terms should be 
granted in loans for the provision of 
houses. Explaining the suggestion, Mr. 
E. McArdle pointed out that most Irish 
towns were too small to raise money by 
the issue of stock in the open market. 
It was contended, therefore, that the 
system followed in England should be 
adopted. This would mean that a Local 
Loans Board would be established by the 
Government, with authority to raise or 
borrow money on national security, for 
the purpose of lending to small urban 
authorities on a basis of repayment in 
fifty or sixty years. At present housing 
loans are repayable in periods of fifteen 
years, and local bodies accordingly are 
obliged to fix rents that cover interest 
and repayment within that comparatively 
brief space of time. If the period of 
repayment were extended to fifty or sixty 
years, wage-earners’ cottages now let at 
7s. 6d. ger week could be let for less 
than 4s. per week. It may be presumed 
that Mr. Cosgrave favours the scheme put 
forward by the Chambers of Commerce 
and is prepared to recommend to his 
Government the provision of facilities for 
extended loans. The merits of the plan 
are evident, but it has its difficulties. 
Rapid repayment of housing loans not 
merely lessens the burden of the State’s 
financial responsibility, but leads to the 
rapid growth of a class of householder 
who, owning his dwelling, has his stake 
in the country’s welfare. On the other 
hand, the poorer folk who cannot under- 
take the purchase of houses never will 
rise to respectable independence while they 
are packed miserably in tenements. Even 
at the cost of locking up public money 
the State should succour those who most 
need We trust, therefore, that 
a reasonable proportion of the money 
available for the re-housing of the nation 
will be set aside for long-term loans that 
benefit humble urban

** Broadcasting ’’ Licences. 


A month ago the Free State Minister 
for Posts and Telegraphs outlined a large 
development of “broadcasting.” He con- 
templates the erection of four new stations 
at a capital cost of £80,000 and a per- 
petual cost of £60,000 or £70,000 a year. 
The capital expenditure will be met from 
public funds, and Mr. Walsh hopes that 
no part, or only a trifling part, of the cost 
of upkeep will fall upon the taxpayer if 
the new stations create a large following 
of ‘‘listeners-in’’ and if all owners of 
receiving sets are honest and punctual in 
the payment of their licences. At the 
same time, however, Mr. Walsh was forced 
to admit that the standards of honesty 
among the existing station’s clientéle were 
not high. Five weeks some 25,000 
persons in the Free State were owners of 
receiving sets, and only one-fifth part of 
thac total had aid licences for the present 
year.

Madras and Dublin. 


Tt is not in Ireland only that the deeds 
of the great Irish regiments are remem- 
bered. Noble and sad memories will be 
stirred to-day by our report of the 
ceremony which was held last month in 
St. Mary’s Church, Madras. Next to 
Dublin herself, no city has a better right 
than Madras to take pride in the fame of* 
the Royal Dublin Fusiliers. The Ist- 
Battalion was in the line of direct descent 
from the ,Madras European Regiment 
which John Company founded when 
Charles II. was King. In the Indian 
Mutiny the Regiment, now the Madras 
Fusiliers, won glory and the title of 
“Neill’s Blue Caps.’’ In 1866, as the 102nd 
Regiment of Foot, it left its Colours in 
the church where, last month, the Governor 
of Madras unveiled the memorial tablet ; 
and in 1871. it became one with Ireland 
and the City of Dublin. The outbreak of 
the Great War found the Ist Battalion 
again in India. It was a part of the 
immorta] 29th Division which landed at 
Cape Helles, and when it had served Ire- 
land on that tragic coast its muster roll 
was ‘‘no officers and eleven men.’’ The 
Lancashire Fusiliers, who shared that 
heroic enterprise, furnished fittingly the 
guard of honour in the church where the 
old Colours keep company with the new 
memorial at Madras. In 1922 the Regi- 
ment was disbanded; but the work of all 
its battalions is written large in the 
records of the Great War, and, with the 
deeds of the other Irish regiments, will 
stand for ever—a glorious chapter in the 
history of Ireland and the Empire. 
Viscount Goschen’s fine tribute to the 
Dublin Fusiliers reminds us that beyond 
this little island, set in the northern seas, 
there is a great and grand Ireland, estab- 
lished throughout five. Continents by the 
genius and valour of her sons.

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BRITISH MUSEUM 
DRAWINGS. 


RECENT ACQUISITIONS. 

In the Gallery of Prints and Drawings at 
the British Museum a varied selection of 
recent acquisitions is now exhibited. In the 
space allotted to drawings the early German 
school is especially well represented with 
specimens of both the elder and younger 
Holbein, Altdorfer, Huber, Baldung and 
Lindtmeyer, and a leaf belonging to the 
‘““Freydal’’ series described in the 
“ Burlington Magazine’’ last May. A new 
Van Dyck drawing is a sketch for a proposed 
group of the Earl of Arundel and his family. 

There are groups of drawings by Corot and 
Guys, a water-colour by Berthe Morisot, and 
two drawings by Rops. 

The English drawings include Aubrey 
Beardsley’s ‘‘ Atalanta,’ bequeathed by Mr. 
John Lane; a pencil drawing by Brian Hatton, 
and a group of drawings by the late F. 
Derwent Wood, R.A., and a landscape by 
F. S. Unwin, who jis also represented by his 
fine lithograph in colours of Stirling Castle. 

The print section opens with several very 
scarce engravings of the fifteenth century, 
and -ontains the rare first state (pure etching) 
of Hoilar’s “ Prospect of London and West- 
minster from Lambeth,’’ showing old St. 
Paul’s, and the unique mezzotint by Prince 
Rupert, from the recent sale of the H. P. 
Horne collection, which has been acquired 
with the aid of the Horne family and a 
donation from Messrs. T. Agnew and Sons. 
The first state, etched by Moreau le Jeune, 
of “ Le Modele Honnete,” after Baudouin, is 
exhibited together with the third state. a 
brilliant proof before letters of the engraving 
by Simonet. These belong to a very in- 
teresting set of four states of this plate, re- 
cently bought, which belonged to the 
Stroganoff family, to whom the plate was 
dedicated. 

The modern prints exhibited include some 
lithographs, among them being two of animals 
by Miss E. M. Henderson, printed in colours, 
and a rare povtriit head by Sargent, and a 
large selection of modern fereigi woodcuts. 
chiefly French but including also specimens 
of Dutch, Swedish, Norwegian, German and 
Itaiian artists. Many of these modern prints 
are the gift of the Contemporary Art Society. 


A FILM OF THE WEEK. 
- —-—£Fb—— 
“ THE CHINESE BUNGALOW ” 
AT THE CORINTHIAN. 


By way of a change from tne somewhat 
stereotyped American film, “‘lhe Chinese 
Bungalow,” a Stoll-Cricklewood production, 
should prove attractive at the Corinthian 
Theatre, Dublin. As the title proclaims, it 
1s an Oriental story, which raises the old 
problem of the racial differences of East and 
West. Here is reflected the marriage of a 
rich Chinese Mandarin with an Engiish girl, 
who is fascinated by that layer of European 
civilisation which he has acquired through an 
English edueation, as much as bv her 
prospect of attaining success on the English 
stage. Left to her own resources, and bored 
by the ease and splendour of her life in the 
wealthy bungalow of her husband, the young 
wife has a love affair with a voung English 
man. The Mandarin, on learning of it, shows 
how very lightly the. English training has 
affected his real character. With true 
Oriental cunming he encompasses the death 
of the young Englishman, and then feeling 
that he and his house have been dishonoured. 
he to discard his wife and take 
her her place The evolution of 
his plans and how they miscarried are the 
subject of some thrilling episodes 

The great feature of the film is the 
character study of the Mandarin by Mr. 
Matheson Lang.* It is the type of part, full 
of mystery, in which he has specialised with 
such success on the legitimate stage. He 
does not burden the reading with too many 
gesticulatinos, but In cverv he 
manages to convev the enigma of the Chinese 
mind, with its fatalistic and cold 
cruelty. [t seems inexplicable thay such a 
man should marry an English chorus, girl; 
but that is just another facet of his 
character. The supporting company are all 
capable players, and the plot is verv realisti- 
caily developed. Perhans the dramatic scene 
towards the end, in which the ‘poisen is in 
troduced, does not hang properly, but that 
is a debatable point, and is forgotten in the 
climax. 

It is an interesting film, and should repay 
a visit.

London bankers accept with reserve the 
report, which is persistent in several Con.

The Kitchener Legend. 

The White Paper issued to-day by the 
Admiralty should dispose, once and for 
all, of the rumours that have been cir. 
culated concerning the loss of the Hamp. 
shire and the fate of Lord Kitchener. 
which was one of the most dramatic 
episodes of the Great War. It is published 
at an. opportune moment, as categorical 
evidence is promised from private sources 
of the discovery of Lord Kitchener's body 
in a Scandinavian graveyard. This officia} 
document quite disposes of the stories 
that Kitchener lost his life through 
spy action and that the Hampshire was 
in bad condition when ordered to sea. It 
is clear from the evidence in possession 
of the Admiralty that the sinking of the 
vessel was due to the explosion of mines 
laid by a U-boat. The evidence is that 
of the handful of men who survived the 
disaster, and its publication should mark 
the termination of a painful and disagree. 
able controversy. 


The Royal Dockyards. 


The coal strike came perilously near 
holding up work in the Royal dockyards. 
With the closing of Pembroke and Rosyth 
there has been increased activity in the 
three Southern establishments at Devon- 
port, Portsmouth and Chatham, all of 
which are busy on new construction and 
reconditioning. Although strict economy 
was exercised, coal stocks were gradually 
depleted, and at one .period it seemed a 
certainty that either the yards must close 
down to half time or borrow from the 
Fleet’s reserves. This latter suggestion 
raised the ire of the combatant side of 
the Admiralty, which immediately became 
daggers drawn with. the civilian side. The 
two were engaged in eating one another, 
when the situation was saved by the 
arrival of foreign supplies, which have 
been, and will be, maintained regularly 
until the home pits get to work. There 
is a general consensus of opinion as to 
the inferiority of foreign coal. — 


The Final Test.

HE mystery surrounding one of 
z the most dramatic episodes of 
the Great War, the loss of the 
erniser Hampshire off the Orkneys, 
with Lord Kitchener on board, is 
cleared up by the Admiralty. In re- 
sponse to demands made in Parlia- 
ment and elsewhere, a detailed nar- 
rative of the disaster was issued as a 
White Paper in London yesterday. 

Stories that Lord Kitchener lost 
his life as the result of a betrayal by 
spies, that his body reached the 
Scandinavian coast and was buried 
there, and that the Hampshire was 
in bad condition when the vovage 
began are flatly contradicted. 

An official denial of the finding of 
Lord Kitchener's body is given in the 
soneluding paragraph of the report, 
which reads :— 

“ Finally, it is necessary te contradict 
the rumour that has recently been 
given currency, to the eficct that 
bodies of officers and men belonging 
to the Hampshire were subsequently 
washed ur on the Scandinavian 
coast, and that it is probable that 
Lord Kitchener’s remains may have 
been buried there.”’ 

The bodies recovered and buried 
are stated to be those of officers.and 
men killed in the battle of Jutland. 
‘ None of the Hampshire’s dead,” 
it is added, ““ has ever been identified

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SCIENTISTS PREDICTION, 
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THE ONENESS OF ALL 
LIFE. 
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A SHORTAGE of food throughout the 

world was the prospect indicated by 
Sir Daniel Hall in his presidential address 
to the Agricultural Section of the British 
Association at Oxford yesterday. The re- 
lation between cultivated areas and 
population was the subject of his address. 
The general flight from the land he 
attributed to the lure of the cities. An 
increase in the population depended, in 
the first instance, on an increase in the 
area of cultivatec land. Sir Thomas 
Middleton refused to prophesy when the 
period cf depression would come, but he 
said .hat it was bound to descend on us 
if America had two bad years in suc- 
cession. 

Professor H. J. Fleure, in 
Anthropology Section, spoke of 
regional balance of evolution, and said 
that no longer was there any doubt that 
the mind and body of man were the out- 
come of long processes of descent with 
modification, and that all life on earth 
was genetically one.

POPULATION AND THE 
LAND. 
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THE LURE OF THE CITIES. 

Sir Daniel Hall's address dealt with the 
relation between cultivated area and popula- 
tion, He urged that an increase of popula- 
tion, in the first instance, was dependent, upon 
an increase in the area of cultivated land. He 
explained that in the case of stern necessity 
one item of waste which would have to be 
eliminated was the conversion of potential 
food into alcoholic drinks. ‘‘ Great Britain,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ferments the equivalent of one and 
a-half millions of barley. Without going so 
far as to say that beer or wine possesses no 
food value, it is certainly not half of that 
which could have been grown from the land 
thus used for the production of drink. In 
such matters it is vain to prophesy, but | 
cannot help feeling that the race (not in- 
dividuals) which cuts out meat and alcohol 
in order to multiply is of the permanent slave 
tvpe—destined to function like workers in the 
ultimate community.” 

Sir Daniel went on to point out that they 
might detect a new influence at work—the 
growing disinclination of the civilised peoples 
to continue in agriculture, because of its small 
and uncertain returns as compared with other 
occupations. It appeared to be a general ex- 
perience that wherever, by the extension of 
communications, the industries or commerce 
were brought close to agriculture, the latter 
declined, and began to loge its best brains, its 
capital, and its men. : 

The lure of the cities was proverbial, but 
the fundamental factor was economic. Un- 
organised agriculture could not pay the wages 
obtainable in the organised industries. For 
the last half century, save for the abnormal 
war years, farming had not paid a return on 
the canital and labour expended comparable 
with that obtainable elsewhere. It had been 
raid that even American farmers of the 
\Middle-West, who cut prices for all the world, 
made no profits during the last half century, 
except those derived from the accretion of 
land values, and the peasant-farmer, who 
counted neither the capital he had in the 
business nor the hours of labour he gave to 
his land, who in Europe was held to the land 
by secular tradition, found agriculture un- 
attractive as soon as the growth of industries 
and the spread of communications rendered 
an escape possible. If not the peasant him- 
self, the sons, at least, looked for an easier 
and less exacting mode of life. 


THE REMEDIES. 

Coming to his proposals for remedying this 
decay in the agricultural industry, Sir Daniel 
said :—‘‘ Organisation will have to be intro- 
duced into the industry, and it may be ex- 
pected that organisation will take one or other 
of three forms. The farmér may be left as 
the producing unit, but his methods will be 
strictly controlled and standardised by the 
creat selling corporations that handle his pro- 
duce, and these corporations may be 
either commercial ventures or co-opera- 
tive associations of the farmers themselves. 
But the co-operative venture appears to imply 
an even more rigid discipline of the indivi- 
‘dual than that imposed by the capitalist firm. 

Alternatively, the capitalist may .venture 
upon the direct exploitation of large areas of 
land and industrialise farming, as he has 
industrialised other producing businesses; but 
capital will only be able to enable the indi- 
vidual to take advantage of the possibilities 
of intensification, if prices rise to a definitely 
remunerative level. 

In the discussion which followed Lord 
RBledisloe and Professor D. H. MacGregor 
expressed disagreement with Sir Daniel Hall 's 
forebodings of shortage, but Dr. Marie 
Stopes, the protagonist birth control. 
seized the opportunity of putting her views. 
She declared that the danger to which Sir 
Daniel had referred was not a matter of the 
dim and distant future, but was present here 
and now. As a result, children in the slums 
were not being properly fed. Her proposal 
was that for the next ten vears no baby 
should be born which could not be fed. In 
the past the population problem had only 
been solved by children being born into the 
world to die. Was it reasonable to rely on 
a solution in the present state of our 
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such 
civilisation? 

Sir Thomas Middleton, while 
prophesy as to when the period of pressure 
would come, agreed that it was bound to 
descend upon us if America had two bad 
vears in succession. The ploughman in this 
country would have to hecome busy. 


EVOLUTION. 
REGIONAL BALANCE. 


of Professor H. J. Fleure’s 
address in the Anthropology 
section was “The Regional Balance of 
Evolution.”” He said that there was no 
longer any doubt that the body and mind of 
man were the outcome of a long process of 
descent. with modification, and that all life 
on earth was genetically one. Discussing the 
effects of climate and other outside influences 
on races, he asked: '“ Are we forced to think 
of every baby. as being moulded from a very 
primitive stage to its appropriate modern 
form solely by repetition of environmental 
influences, generation after generation?” He 
thought not. We could not experiment, even 
if we. dared; for a modern English baby 
placed under paleolithic conditions from 
birth would probably die with its mother. 

if anthropological work could become more 
biological, racial study would develop 
great practical value in education for 
the ficht against tuberculosis and other 
diseases, and for race improvement. Evolu- 
tionary race biology was a hopeful sphere of 
work that might bring about a much-needed 
enrichment of public opinion on social ques- 
tions. a diminution of race arrogance, and a 
check on schemes that did not sufficiently 
allow for the mutual adaptations hetween 
diverse human stocks and diverse environ-

LESSONS OF THE WELSH SURVEY. 

Another interesting paper in the anthro- 
pological section was read by Mr. E. G. 
Bowen, of Aberystwyth College, who sum- 
marised a recent anthropological survey of 
South-West Wales. No attempt, he said, had 
been made to plot race types. Observations 
and measurements of separate individuals 
only were recorded, and no results were de- 
duced from averages. Sociological data, 
especially in regard to a certain type of 
tuberculosis, was obtained. 

The problem revealed was as follows :—How 
was it that among the short, dark long-heads 
of the hill districts of rural Wales phthisis 
was so rampant, yet when the same 
physical type came down to the apparently 
worse conditions of the industrial area he 
tended to become immune’? Further, how 
was it that the tall, fair-thaired persons were 
immune while on the open agricultural lands, 
yet when they were caught in the wheels of 
industrialism they seemed to fall an easy prey 
to the infesting bacillus? The single farm 
system of the moorlands demanded much out- 
of-door work and irregular mealg and the 
quality of the feeding was of a character.

OFFICER’S WARNING. 


A dockyardsman in the vessel gave me

ing to fill. Suddenly an officer walked 
quietly towards us, and, in a matter-of- 
fact tone, announced that there was some- 
thing wrong. He told us not to panic, 
but to get out as quickly and as calmly

as possible. 

“ Most of us then walked over the gang- 
way on to the wharf, but a number of men 
were thrown into the basin through the 
submarine tilting. They were unable to 
get ashore before the calamity. 

“ While we were on the quay, we saw a 
man struggling out of the hatch. He was 
under water, and immediately five men, 
who had themselves been out of the water 
only a few minutes, dived in again ‘and 


rescued him.

Another man who was working on the 
submarine stated that whea she got along- 
side her berth after carrying out exercises 
in the basin, an officer came from aft to 
the men in the forward part of the craft 
and shouted to them: “ For God's sake, 
clear off the boat at once. There is some- 
thing wrong aft, but we do not know 
what it is.” 

Immediately the men ran along the 
gangway leading from the submarine to 
the quayside. Among them were five of 
the crew, who, after they had got clear, 
found that one of their naval comrades 
had been ejected from the conning tower 
by the inrush of water through the open 
hatch. He was in danger of drowning, 
and, with typical naval precision, the, five 
sailors lined the wharfside, dived simul- 
taneously into the basin, and brought 
him safely ashore. 


SOME OF CREW ON LEAVE. 


It is understood that part of the crew 


were on leave. 

Within a few minutes of the accident 
the high officers in the port hurriedly 
arrived at the scene, and the Commander- 
in-Chief, Admiral Phillimore, immediately 
took charge of the operations. 

Special equipment was rushed to the 
quayside, with a view to facilitating the 
immediate relief of the men and the rais- 
ing of the vessel.

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PREVIOUS DISASTERS. 


Four disasters have occurred to British 
submarines since the war :— 
1925.—November 14—The M 1, while en- 
gaged at exercises, was lost with all hands 
(4 officers and 64 men) in the English 
Channel, about 15 miles south of Start Point. 
The 1 a few days previously had left 
Portsmouth with the submarine flotilla. 
1921.—January 20—The K 5 was lost with 
all hands (6 officers and 51 men) 120 miles 
south-west of the Scilly Islands, while 
practising an attack on the Atlantic Fleet. 
1922.—March 23—The H 42, while exercis- 
in~. off Europa Point, Straits of Gibraltar. 
was rammed and sunk by the destroyer 
Versatile in 500 fathoms, with 26 officers 
and men. 
1924.—January 10—The L 24, during a 
mimic attack upon the Atlantic Fleet battle- 
ships, broke surface almost under the bows 
of the Resolution, and was rammed and sunk, 
with 6-o and 35 ratings.

LTHOUGH exhaustive inquiries re- 


garding the rumoured revolutionary ‘but a very simple, incident of the naval war. 


outbreak in Russia fail to find confirma- 
tion, and Moscow officially and categoric- 
ally denies them, describing them as “a 
malicious Warsaw campaign against the 
Union of Socialist Soviet Republics,’’ 
people arriving here from Moscow state 
that decided excitement and uneasiness 
prevail in Kremlin circles. 

The exact cause is uncertain, but it is 
very persistently rumoured that there have 
been disorders in the Red Army consequent 
upon Lashevich’s dismissal and punish- 
ment. 

It is alleged that the Red Army Com- 
munists arranged a protest meeting and 
employed violent threats, but it is im- 
possible to ascertain the extent and 
seriousness of the disorders. 

Symptomatic of the reports current is 
one that agents of the 0.G.P.U., after ex- 
changing shots, arrested two leaders of the 
Leningrad military opposition who were 
attempting to cross the Finnish frontier. 

Trotsky, it is stated, as a close ally of 
Lashevich, continues to alarm Government 
circles, who consider him to be the inspirer 
of the active opposition; but, owing to 
Trotsky’s cautiousness, Stalin and his 
followers have been unable to act 
rigorously. 

Moreover, the present electrical atmo- 
sphere is not favourable for the employ- 
ment of severe measures, as Trotsky is 
still popular and influential in the Red 
Army. 

The feeling against Stalin, it is declared, 
is still increasing, and even those who are 
not among the opposition accuse him of 
lacking in foresight and to be without 
sufficient flexibility to ease the situation 
by coming to terms with the opposition. 

The postponement from the autumn 
until the spring of 1927 of the Congress 
of Soviet Republics, and also of the Soviet 
elections, is doubtless consequent upon the 
failure to deal with the opposition and the 
fear of an absolute party split.

THE ONLY MYSTERY. 

The Daily News says :—The : Admiralty 
document giving all the known facts concern- 
ing Lord - Kitchener's death should destroy 
utterly and for ever the fantastic and 
ridiculous legends which his tragic fate has 
created, ion which have been circulated 
assiduously all over the world. The only 
mystéry surrounding the fate of Kitchener 
was concerned not with the manner of his 
death, but with the reasons which guided 
the Admiralty in allowing the Hampshire to 
go to sea in a terrific storm and without 
taking the precaution of sweeping the 
Channel ahead of her free of mines. The ex- 
planation probably is that Kitchener insisted 
on adhering to his own exact time table. 
He paid the penalty of his resolute will, and 
the nation on the morrow was smitten by a 
blow that staggered the popular imagination 
more than the news of the disaster to the 
Fifth Army in France or the first reports of 
the battle of Jutland. Even now -there are 
thousands of men and women Who refuse to 
admit that Kitchener is really dead. The 
Admiralty report may silence them; we can 
hardly suppose it will convince them. 


FABLES DISPROVED. 

The Datly Chronicle says:—The Ad- 
miralty’s statement about the loss of the 
Hampshire and the death of Lord Kitchener 
seems pretty complete. It tears every thread 
in the vast cobweb of legends that has been 
spun round these tragic events. It can leave 
no doubt in the mind of anyone accustomed 
to weigh evidence as to the fact of Lord 
Kitchener’s death, or how he died. It not 
only disproves fables, but it establishes facts. 

Referring to the morality of the methods 
employed by the myth-makers, the paper 
says:—Some of them seem to have stooped 
pretty low. The Admiralty declare, for 
instance, that in issuing to the public 
accounts given by the survivors, some of 
these writers have interpolated sensational 
sentences of their own, adding entirely 
unwarranted meanings and suggestions. There 
is mdre’-thafi one ground upon which a 
course, to say nothing of its morality, may 
he held to contravene the public interest. 
If the law’s arm has heen too short to deal 
with it, we should, perhaps, consider whether 
it needs lengthening. 
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M. CLEMENCEAU’S LETTER.: 

The Davy Telegraph, discussing M. 
Clemenceau’s letter to President Coolidge, 
describes it as a purely rhetorical appeal. 
It will, it says, increase: the inherent diffi- 
culties of ratification, and will encourage 
those who wish ta prevent it. One cannot 
forget that when first this troublous ques- 
tion of war debts was mentioned, the reply 
of French Ministers always was that France 
would pay her just obligations in good time, 
and would pay them in full. ~ M. Clemen- 
ceau’s Tetter is a passionate plea for the 
sponge to be passed over the slate wherever 
the name of France appears as a debtor. It 
is only addressed to Washington, where it 
has met with a very cool reception, but it 
might be addressed equally well to London, 
and its phrases will be read in this country 
with that in mind. It has clinched a post- 
ponement; it will not, we fear, contribute to 
a settlement.

FRANC FLUCTUATES.

PARIS, Monday. 

The franc to-day opened around 160, and 

closed below 167. The fall of seven points, 
whether it is to -be attributed, as sug- 
gested in some quarters, to the Govern- 
ment’s temporary shelving of the debts 
question, a move reinforced by the 
Clemenceau letter, is not an unmixed evil 
for the French trader. 
The abrupt drop from 240 to 155 
threatened to put much of. French busi- 
ness out of gear. Contracts had been 
freely made at the rate of 200 and over to 
the pound, with the result of a head loss 
to the trader, or a heavy toll upon the 
consumer. 

The consumer complains londly that 
when prices rose the invariable excuse 
given was the fall of the franc. 

Now that the franc has recovered, prices 
stand as high as ever.. The Government's 
attention has been forcibly called to the 
abuses of “ profiteering,’’ and its decision 
this morning to look into the whole ques- 
tion of high prices has come, so many 
Frenchmen think, none éoo soon. 


NATIONAL ASSEMBLY TO-DAY. 

The Finance Committee of. the Chamber 
to-day examined the two bills for the estab- 
lishment of a special tax on foretgners in 
France. 

On the proposal of the Reporter, it was 
decided that the period for the delivery of 
the carte d’identite to foreigners should be 
reduced from two months to fifteen days, 
and that the card should be renewable every 
vear instead of every two years as at present. 
The Reporter will ask that this proposal shall 
be inginded on the agenda of the Chamber 
beforé the adjournment of Parliament. 

At 9.30 to-morrow morning the Chamber 
and Senate meet jointly in the Palace of 
Versailles as the National Assembly, for the 
third time in history, on a Constitutional 
issue. 

In the present instance the meeting is 
called to make an addition to the Constitu- 
tion. The addition in question is an article 
embodying in the Constitution the sinking 
fund for the floating debt, which has already 
been passed by both Chambers. The object 
of making this article is to keep it intact 
from the destructive hand of the legislator. 

For the past four days the Palace has 
been a hive of industry, buzzing with the 
activities of _ upholsterers, electricians, 
plumbers and caterers. 

The Governmegt hopes the proceedings will 
be completed in a single day, the morning 
being taken up with unavoidable formalities 
and ‘the afternoon being crowned by the vote 
on the new article of the Constitution, the 
result. of which is a foregone conclusion. 


OBSTRUCTION POSSIBLE. 

But there is a possibility that the Socialists 
may seize the opportunity of moving the 
revision of the Constitution in the sense of 
a curtailment of the Senate's right to veto 
bills passed by the Chamber. If they do; 
the Government will oppose them and insist- 
that the single article the Assembly was 
convened to adopt shall alone be discussed by 
it. 

Again, a certain amount of noisy obstruc- 
tion may he expected from -Communists. 


A DEBT INQUIRY. 

The Finance Committee of the Chamber of 
Deputies nas’ appointed a sub-committee to 
examine the question of the London. and 
Washington debt agreements in. the light of 
State papers appertaining to them. The sub- 
committee consists of ten members, repre- 
senting al! shades of opinion in the House, 
except the Communists.

NEW YORK’S CYNICAL

M. Clemenceau’s letter to President 
Coolidge, protesting against the terms of the 
debt settlement, can hardly be held to have 
created a favourable impression here. Much 
as the American people may admire the 
sturdy ‘‘ Tiger’’ who led France to victory, 
there is still too vivid a recollection of the 
part he took in the making of a “ strong 
peace ” for his pleadings to arouse much 
sympathy here. Moreover, those Americans 
who in any way concern themselves in foreign 
affairs—a steadily increasing number, and 
mostly holders of foreign bonds-—are always 
talking of the amounts which France has ex- 
pended since the war ended on the financing 
of the military expenditures of her European 
vassals, as they are called, as well as on her 
campaigns in Syria and Morocco. 

Consequently, M. Clemenceau’s protest is 
received here with cynical smiles. 


MR. COOLIDGE’S REPLY.

The reply of President Coolidge to the open

LAWN TENNIS AND 
FITNESS.

In recent years the game of lawn tents 
has mode tremendous strides in the speed in 
which it is played, and the nateral corollary 
is a eall for increased fitness on the part of 
the players. Often and often has the better 
player just lost in the fifth set, for the simple 
reason that his opponent, weaker in strokes 
an’ knowledge of the game, had the whip 
hand in physical fitness, while the man, really 
the better player, was the worse for wear. 

The necessity for fitness 1s particularly 
incumbent on those who adopt the volleying 
game and pursue their attack mainly at the 
it The game has been ‘speeded up 
though to such an extent that even the base- 
liner in a first-class match must be in good 
phystcal tramng. ; 

Tennis is a game which requires a 
tremendows amount of concentration, and, m 
order to keep this up to concert pitch 
throughout a hard five-set single, a player 
of necessity makes a big call on his physical 
resources. Unless a player is fit in a tight 
tussle, his concentration is apt to fail at the 
critical moments and the game is Jost. 


WILDING A PIONEER. | 

Wilding was probably the first to realise 
th importance of fitness in tennis, and he 
trained very carefully for the big occasions of 
his career, earning the. reputation of being 
the fittest man playing tennis. — 

Suzanne Lenglen realised the importance of 
fitness, and her father insisted that, besides 
her regular practice games, she should do 
physical exercises of various kinds in order 
to make her supple and fit | 3 

Colonel Mayes, the Canadian, ts something 
in the nature of a physical culture expert, 
and five minutes’ conversation with him will 
convince atyone of the important part fitness 
playsin helping you to produce your best game. 
Lawn tennis is a game in which every mus le 
is brought into play, and, to become really fit 
for a long, hard, tive-set match, you want to 
do more than mere physical exercises. It is 
irksome, and sometimes imconvenient, to 
carry out a strict course of training. The 
average tournament plaver has not the time 
or inclination, and really only plays the game 
for exercise, hardly wanting to exercise to 
play the game. | 

Personally 1 do not train as strictly as a 
prize-fighter or an athlete would, but, beiore 
a big tournament, there are one or two things 
1] do by way of preparation. 


SMOKING AND TOURNAMENT PLAY. 

[ begin by giving up smoking, especially 
cigarettes. am absolutely convinced that 
smoking of any kind is disastrous to ones 
chances of getting through a tournament. An 
odd cigarette after meals, perhaps, does little 
harm, Sut it is a mistake to indulge in one 
just before you go on to court; better to cut 
out smoking altogether The inveterate 
smoker will disagree because he has never 
tried doing without his ‘‘ fag’ for any length 
of time to enable him to realise the improve- 
ment in his game that will follow. 

Another hint—For abont a week or 
before a tournament I skip for a quarter to 
half an hour a day; anyway, skip in the 
morning on rising until the perspiration ap- 
pears. Besides this, I do physical exercises— 
ordinary Swedish exercises, paying particular 
attention to those exercising the back 
shoulder muscles like the trapeze. 

If possible during the fortnight preceding 
Wimbledon, I go for a good long run once or 
twice, varying this with a few short sprints. 
To do this in the two weeks or week preced 
ing a big tournament does not take up much 
time, and is not inconvenient. As to diet, | 
do not bother much about alcohol. It seems 
unnecessary to stress the fact that fitness and 
alcohol are foreigners one to the other. 

This is all in preparation before actual play, 
hut your efforts must not end there. During 
the tournament itself I keep up “ physica! 
jerks ” every morning, and, if I have had a 
particularly hard match or matches the after- 
noon before, and I feel a little stiff, I do some 
skipping, followed by a cold bath. These are 
the lines I follow generally, and, once really 
fit, I find life is worth living and the hardest 
match a delight. 

I have won anv number of matches, having 
nothing else to thank for it but hard condi- 
tion. Often my opponent has been a better 
player while he was fresh, but in the fifth set 
cracked because he could not last out. 

By experience vou learn to conserve your 
strength and stamina. You know when a ball! 
is impossible and you do not run after it 
needlessly. Though I do not hold with resting 
in @ match, by letting your opponent take a 
set it is often done. Two sets up in a five-set 
match, slack in the third and conserve your 
energies for the fourth; it sounds all right in 
theory, but the theory does not always work 
out. i 

Rowing I have found is excellent exercise in 
preparation for a tennis tournament; it 
exercises every muscle. Dancing is good— 
footwork is all-important in tennis—and 
dancing is nothing if it is not footwork or an 
aptitude to plant your feet in the correct 
attitude for poise and balance.

THE OCCUPIED AREAS. 

Another matter that is casting its shadows 
over the forthcoming League of Nations 
meeting is the question of the reduction of 
the Alhed troops in the occupied areas. The 
Germin Government maintains that it was 
prom.sed at Locarno that the number ef 
troops should be reduced to “normal figures, 
which it interprets as the strength of pre 
war German garrisons in the Rhineland, 
roughly 50,000 troops, compared with the 
80,000 troops at present in the occupied 
regions. The Government regards thrs 
matter of a reduction as a vital one, which 
must be satisfactorily settled before the 
League of Nations Assembly meets, and a 
lively exchange of conversations on the point 
is taking place in Paris between the German 
Ambassador and M. Briand, and between 
the German Commissioner for the occupied 
areas and the Inter-Allied Rhineland Commis- 
siou, which it is hoped will lead to a com 
promise satisfactory to all parties. 

Apart from reducing the number of Allied 
troops, the German Govérnment emphasises 
the necessity of making the occupation as 
invisible as. possible, cu the ground thai, 
barring the Ruhr struggles, no attacks have 
been made upon the forces during the eight 
years of occupation.

MISSION TO SOVIET. 


“Tue Times" ('GHRESPONDENT. 
TEHERAN, Monday. 

The effects of the military revolts in 
Azerbaijan and Khorasan are now becoming 
evident. The Shah is evidently being com 
pelled to make terms with the Soviet. He is 
vending the Minrater of the Court. biraa 
Khan Timurtash, on a _ special mission to 
Moscow, where, in the presence of the Soviet 
ane Turkish Ambassadors to lDersia, he will 
negotiate a settlement of the outstanding 
questions of the Soviet fishemes in Persian 
waters, of the embargo on Persia exports, 
and the Customs tariff on the River Atrek 
and in the harbour of Enaeli. 

Mirza Khan Timurtash intends to go from 
Moscow to Angora. The reasons for this 
visi’ have not been divulged. It is not im- 
possible that some form of treaty with the 
Soviet will be igned on the same basis as 
the Turco-Persian pact. A special mission 
of sixty Russians has arrived to survey the 
Caspian Littoral, and to take certain sound. 
Ings. It will be accompanied by Persian 
representatives. 

Internal security is diminishing. 
Mohammed is giving trouble on the 
tan frontier, from which certain garrisons 
have been withdrawn temporarily. It-is re 
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ported from Q:lan that the Jangalis are. con- 
centrating. Robberies have taken place near 
Kasr-i-Shirin, and even on the Teheran 
Isnahan road, whera the mail was looted in 
spite of the presence of a military escort 
Meanwhile the Commander of the Eastern 
Army has been arrested and degraded publicly, 
in the presence of the Shah, during the Shah’s 
tour in Khorasan. This action has done much 
to restore the Shah's prestige in that pro 
vince.

‘It was the backing of the gale towards 
the north-west which prevented the de- 
stroyers keeping station, and, therefore, made 
it mecessary for the Hampshire to choose 
between the alternatives of "educing her own 
speed or sending back the destroyers. 

“As to the advisability of the Hampshire's 
decision to serid back the escort and proceed 
by herself, the commanding officer, no doubt, 
felt satisfied that the storm then raging 
practically precluded the possibility of 
succesful submarine attack, which, as has 
been seen, was at that date the more pro 
bable danger to be apprehended.”’ 


COMING OF THE TRAGEDY. 

The coming of the actual tragedy: is set 
out in simple language,: which serves to add 
to its dramatic nature. 

“From the accounts of survivors, it 
appears that the ship had reduced speed to 
15. knots, and had all but one of her hatches 
battened down .and secured with shores. 
Kiverything, however, on board was proceed- 
mg normally. The captain was on the bridge. 
The routine order, to ‘stand by. hammocks’ 
had just been piped. At this moment an 
explosion oceurred.”’ 

‘‘ Aceording. to the evidenee given. bv the 
twelve survivors this explosion was not a 
loud ene and was ‘like an alectric globe 
bursting. ’ Some heard only’ one report; 
others two or three It seen te have 
occurred under the forward hali of the ship, 


well-known | 


and probably near the keel, and the ship at 
once began to settle down. 

She was unable to steer, the electrte 
power failed, all lights went out, and no 
wireless communication was possible. Between 
ten and twenty minutes after the explosion 
(approximately, therefore, at 8 o'clock) she 
sank bow first, her propellers revolving. 

“All the evidenee goes to show that 
cipline on board was finely maintained. 
Orders were given itpmediately to abandon 
the ship. There was eonthetimg evidence as 
to whether any boats were got out, but it 
was unanimous that no boats with oceupants 
got away. 

“(me survivor said that he saw the 
captain s galley shuhg on the third eutter’s 
davits, and saw the captain beside the galley 
calimg for Lord Kitchener to get into the 
boat, but did not see the latter come to it. 


LORD KITCHENER’S FATE. 

“In regard to Lord Kitchener himself. 
there was evidénce ‘that he was conducted 
up te the quarter-deck immediately after the 
explosion, the men standing aside te make 
way for him to pass, and that four military 
officers were “subsequently seen walking on 
the quarter-deck. Beyond this there ts no 
evidence regarding the fate of Lord 
Ktichener or the members of his mission. No 
survivor saw him in a boat. and stories that 
he got away from the ship and that he 
reached shore are purely imaginary. 

In ascertaimmg the cause of the disaster, 
torpedo attack and mines were the first pos- 
sibilities to be considered. The subsequent 
evidence of the survivors clearly pointed to 
mines, and moored mines rather than floating 
mines. The matter was settled beyond 
reasouable doubt by the discovery on June 8 
of a group of moored German mines near the 
position where the Hampshire had been last 
seen, and finally corroborative evidence from 
German sources has been obtained sinee the 
end of the war. ‘This shows that in prepara- 
tion for the ‘sortie of the German Fleet, 
which resulted in the battle of Jutland, the 
| 75 laid mines off Marwhich Head on 
May 29.

A TRAGIC FEATURE. 


‘“ One of the most tragical features of the 
story of the loss of the Hampshire is the faet 
that the tnformation upon the strength of 
which the fatal mines were laid in this 
locality was tnaceurate information, 

' The route close to the west coast of the 
Orkneys was in actual fact a usual warship 
route, It was used not infrequently by 
auxiliary vessels, and, no doubt, this was the 
foundation of the belief that it was used bv 
warsheps. 

“Nor was this the only unhappy coinc!- 
cence that operated to bring about the 
disaster. In the deep water in which the 
Uí 75 laid her mines at a depth of 7 metres 
below high water the tide would necessarily 
cause them to dive and to lie considerabiv 
deeper except at slack water. Actually the 
mercautale auxiliaries which used this route 
couJd Mave passed over them at al times 
unharmed, and the Hampshire herself could 
have done so during most of the twenty-four 
hours and in weathers.’ It was only 
during a limited time, at slack water, or 
when the vessel was pitching heavily in a 
head wind, that mines so lard presented any 
tanger of a vessel of the Hampshire's 
draught, and these very conditions happened 
to be tulfilled on the night and at the time 
of the disaster.

COMPLETE EVIDENCE. 

‘The evidence confirming the concltasion 
that the Hampshire struck one or more Ger- 
man moored mines Is so complete that it is 
scarcely credible that any intelligent person 
can still venture to advance the hypothesis 
of an internal explosion caused. by spies on 
board. Not a shred of evidence to support 
such an hypothesis has ever come to the 
knowledge of the Admiralty from any source 
whatever.” 

Referring to the rescue operations, the re- 
port says:—‘‘ It is not difficult to draw the 
conclusion that, had fuller information been 
telegraphed in the first instance from Birsay, 
or had a misunderstanding not occurred be- 
tween two telegraph offices, rescue vessels 
might have reached the scene of the disaster 
perhaps half. an hour earlier than was 
actually the case.” 

Conecfuston: arrived at. on the spot and at 
the time cannot with any. advantage be re- 
examined after the lapse of ten years. - la 
any case, tt is clear that in the -actual 
circumstances tn which the aceident occurred 
any such difference in time could have had 
no practical result. 


TWO MISSIONARIES 


DROWNED. 


BATHING ACCIDENT 
ALEXANDRIA. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE

CAIRO, Monday. 
missionaries, members of 
the American Egypt, were 
drowned yesterday when attempting to rescue 
the wife of another missionary at the popular 
Sidi-Bishr Beach, near Alexandria. The two 
dead missionartes are the Rev. J. W. Baird, 
of Portage, Wisconsin, and the Rev. R. G. 
MeGill. of New Wilmington, Pennsylvania. 

Hearing his young daughter, who was 
bathing nearby, cry for help, the Rev. J. W. 
Baird, who had himself just finished bathing, 
hastily donned his bathing suit, and, accom- 
panied by Mr. McGill, dashed into the water. 
and after some difficulty rescued the girl and 
a party of girl friends, who were in difficulties 
in the heavy breakers. 

As the two missionaries. almost exhausted. 
were leaving the water they were attracted 
by cries from another bather. Mrs. Thompson, 
wite of an American missionary, from Assiut, 
Upper Egypt, who was farther out and strug- 
gling also in the breakers. The two 
missionaries, therefore, dashed back into the 
and struck out for Mrs. Thompson. 
Meanwhile Mrs. Thompson had reached a 
favourable current and was being floated in- 
shore. where eventually she arrived safely. 

Spectators on the beach were horrified to 
see the two missionaries suddenly disappear, 
apparently having been caught by one of the 
treacherous under-currents. Other bathers. 
who had been attracted by the cries of Mrs.

SUDDEN DEATH WHEN 
CYCLING. 


We regret toannounce the death of Captain 
Harvey Maurice Clarke, of Temple Gardens, 
Rathmines, Dublin, which occurred when he 
was cycling near Cabinteely, Co. Dublin, on 
last Sunday evening. Captain Clarke was the 
Chief Surveyor in the Marine Survey Depart- 
ment of the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce. Aged 64 years, he was a man of fine 
build, with all the striking attributes of his 
profession. He was well-known in Dublin, 
where he was a popular figure. Great regret 
1s felt in all circles at his untimely death. © 

Captain Clarke was a very ardent cyclist, 
and on the day before his death he had cycled 
over thirty miles. He had not been in the 
test of health of late, and over-exertion .n 
oppressive heat was the cause of his death in 
somewhat tragic circumstances. He leaves & 
widow, a son and a daughter. 

Before he gave up the sea to settle on land, 
Captain Clarke had held commands and 
navigated ships on all the seven seas. Since 
he came to Dublin in 1917 he was concerned 
in various activities in the city. and among 
others was a Commissioner of Irish Lights 
and a member of the Scientific and Engineer- 
ing Association, to which he gave great help. 
In his various posts he acquitted himself with 
credit and distinction, and he rendered con- 
spicuous service during the Great War. 
Captain Clarke joined the Board of Trade, 
London, in 1899,.as a nautical surveyor, and 
was appointed to the post of principal officer, 
Dublin, in 1917. During the years 1914-1918 
he acted as naval transport officer and com- 
petent naval authority in Dublin. He was 
awarded the O.B.E, at the close of the Great 
War. In 1922 his services were transferred 
to the Irish Free State Government, and he 
held the appointment of chief surveyor and 
emigration officer to the marine branch of tha 
Department of Industry and Commerce. 

e took a very active interest in all mov-- 
ments pertaining to his profession and was a 
governor of the Hibernian Marine School, and 
a member of the Roval Geoeraphical Society.

DELEGATE CONFERENCE IN 
GALWAY. 


At, the annual Delegate Conference of the 
Irish Transport and General Workers' Union, 
in the Town Hall, Galway, on Thursday and 
Friday last, 5th and 6th August, Senator 
Thomas Foran, General President of the 
Union, presided, and delegates representing 
the Union branches in all parts of Ireland 
were 1n attendance. 

The Chairman, in welcoming the delegates, 
briefly reviewed the work of the Union for 
the past year, and referred to the adverse 
effect which unemployment had had on the 
financial membership, but expressed the view 
that, with more employment in the country, 
he was confident that a large increase in the 
membership would result. The Union was 
now completely free from the internal trouble 
which affected it, and the members, branch 
officers and Executive were all working har- 
monivusly together. 

In co-operation with the Labour Party, 
they were fighting the reactionary measures 
of the Government in lowering the standard 
of living and reducing the wages of the 
workers, and he looked forward confidently 
to a good increase in the number of Labour 
members in the Dail as a result of the 
general election, which must take place 
within the next ‘twelve months. Labour had 
polled well in both the local and Seanad 
elections, and it was hoped that the forth- 
coming general election would mark a further 
advance. 


THE ANNUAL REPORT. 


The General Secretary, Mr. 
O’Brien, in submitting the annual report 
and audited accounts of the Union, dealt 
with the leading items of income and ex- 
penditure, and pointed out that, while there 
had been a slight increase of expenditure 
over income for the year, the credit balance 
at the end of the financial year stood at 
£64,180, which, having regard to all the 
circumstances, must be considered fairly 
satisfactory. 

In the election of National Executive 
Council members, Mr. Thomas Kennedy was 
re-elected unanimously to the position of 
Vice-President, and Mr. William O’Brien 
was similarly re-elected to the position of 
General Secretary.
